legend. We've basically kept the 
things people love about the 
story—mainly the tights and funny 
hats—and replaced everything else 
with Muppets. There’s lots of action 
and laughs, appearances by just about 
every Muppet you’re going to want to 
see, and a pretty unique twist on the 
Crusades. We've really tried to keep 
the full scope of the legend, which 
isn’t easy since the whole thing has to 
fit into four issues. But since you don’t 
have the budget issues with a Muppet 
comic that you do with a Muppet 
movie. | felt it was really important to 
make this story as epic as | could. My 
editor, on the other hand, felt it was 
really important that Gonzo ride a 
giant chicken. Fortunately, we were 
able to make both of those happen in 
this story. This is what can happen 
when great creative teams work 


together. 
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
